Various technical subjects on the 
conference agenda will he assigned 
to auh com m ittees which w ill discuss 
them in an effort to report to the 
plenary conference approvable drafts. 
The work began with th e prelim­ 
inary programs of the th ree nations 
on tile. * Hugh S. Gibson, for th e 
United States, W. C. Bridgeman for 
Great Britain, and Baron Salto for 
Japan, stated their respective pro­ 
grams yesterday, and taken together 
th e programs provided for reduction 
in size or iii num ber of all warships 
from subm arines to battleships, leav­ 
ing untouched only an indetem inate 
classification of w arcraft which the 
participant* probably will agree 
no offensive value whatever.

Baron Saito yesterday, it was 
lieved either the concise. 
detailed 
American proposal or the long B rit­ 
ish plan would be chosen as tile basis 
of discussion. 
Admiral Feld, one of th e British 
delegates, told the press he thought 
tile British proposals more compre­ 
hensive th an the American because 
tile latter did not touch the question 
of reduction in the power and size of 
capital ships.

I t is curious, in these happy arrangements between employer 
and employed, that the worker’s contribution to the needs of the 
state is always sharply defined— IO per cent or 15 per cent - 
while employers are left to their own discretion in the amount 
of loss they will take.
